WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—While 
declaring his full sympathy with the 
purpose to form an _ international 
peace tribunal, Senator Cummins of. 
‘Iowa, Republican, declared in an ad- 
dress today in the Senate that he was 
opposed to the proposed constitu- 
tion of the league of nations because 


he believed some of its provisions 
would strike at American sovereign- 


Presenting the outline of agree- 
ments he would favor, Senator Cum- 
mins said the league draft as pre- 
sented at Paris would form a 
“world nation” with “polyglot and 
incoherent powers” which would 
submerge the American republic. In 
the course of his address he urged 
speedy conclusion of a peace treaty 
with. Germany and immediate in- 
auguration of reconstruction work to 
ayert unrest. 

_. The Iowa Senator expressed ap- 
proval of many of the provisions of 
the tentative charter of the worl: 
league. Those he attacked deal with 
submission of national questions, dis- 


- armament and provision for manda- 


toriés and for reciprocal territorial 


_ guarantees. 


“There is some good in it (the pro- 
posed constitution),” said Senator 
Cummins. “There is more that is 
bad in it. As now proposed I would 
unhesitatingly vote against it.”

FIRST JAIL SENTENCE GIVEN 
FOR AUTOMOBILE FATALITY 


Driver of Car That Ran Pown Pe- 
destrian Is Sentenced to 
Nine Months. 

The first jail sentence imposed by 
a jury here for an automobile killing 
was given yesterday afternoon in 
Circuit Judge Garesche’s court when 
Jacob Wikette, an automobile me- 
chanic, living at 2713 Baldwin ave- 
nue, was found guilty of manslaught- 
er in the fourth degree and sentenced 
to nine months in jail. 

The testimony was that Wikette, 
while driving an automobile south on 
Broadway in the 6900 block north, 
struck Ira W. Vollmer, 34 years old, 
1823 East Prairie avenue, who died 
the next day from the injuries. Voll- 
mer was standing at a car stop in 
the street waiting for a northbound 
car. Wikette testified on the stand 
that his car was probably going be- 
tween 17 and 19. miles an hour. 

Heavy fines have been imposed in 
many cases for deaths and injuries 
resulting from automobile accidents, 
but juries always have been slow to 
convict automobilists of criminal 
carelessness or intentions in such 
cases.

The temporary’ with- 
drawal of Hickman from the stand 
was to hear testimony of E. F. Ma- 
rineau, a paying teller at the Nation- 
al Bank of Commerce, who also de- 
scribed the railroad company’s bank- 
ing system and identified deposit 
slips. 
Deposited Six Checks. 

Marineau identified records show- 
ing that Van Dyne deposited six 
checks aggregating $76,000 March 30 
and 31, 1916. He testified that Van 
Dyne personally made daily deposits 
for the Missouri Pacific account and 
said that these deposits also were 
entered in a book which was sent to 
the bank by the treasurer of the 
railroad company every day. He 
said he did not know whether this 
was to keep a check on Van Dyne’s 
accounts. 

Joseph McTighe, formerly a col- 
lector and now assistant cashier in 
the freight office, testified that he 
and other collectors always turned 
over their daily receipts to Van 
Dyne. He identified a number of of- 
fice records and daily reports. 

John C. Sullivan, a receiving tellcr 
at the National Bank of Commerce, 
where the freight receipts of the 
Missouri Pacific were deposited, was 
the first witness called when the 
taking of testimony was started yes- 
terday afternoon in Judge Taylor’s 
Court. He identified numerous de- 
posit slips and the company’s pass- 
book. : 

In outlining the State’s case to 
the jury, Harvey said that he ex- 
pected to show that Van Dyne em- 
ployed three methods in concealing 
his shortages, which covered a pe- 
riod extending from Aug. 20, 1915. 
when B. F. Bush was appointed re- 
rT for the road, until March 30. 
1916. 

The methods employed by Van 
Dyne to make his accounts appear 
correct, Harvey said,'were making 
false entries in his books, crediting 
his accounts twice with the same re- 
ceipts and changing the amounts of 
his daily totals to make them con- 
form with the amounts that he 
should have had on hand. 

There were frequent objections to 
Harvey's statements by A. M. Frum- 
berg, Van Dyne’s counsel, who con- 
tended that the prosecutor was in-

The President, it was explained, 
decided to go to the Capitol in pref- 
erence to calling members of Con- 
gress away from their duties to se« 
him at the White House. He plans 
tc do everything possible to aid the 
rassage of imperative legislation in 
the few remaining days of this ses- 
sion, now that he has determined not 
to call an extraordinary session un- 
til after his return from Europe, 
which probably will not be earlier 
than June 1. 

Senator Martin, the Democratic 
floor leader, urged upon committee 
chairmen in Congress the necessity 
for quick work and asked his col- 
leagues to leave all speechmaking 
to the Republicans. He even called 
upon Senator Hitchcock, chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 
and Senator Owen of Oklahoma to 
abandon prepared addresses on the 
league of nations. 

Republicans Oppose Plan. 

Republican opposition to the 
President’s program lost no time in 
taking shape. An indication of the 
Republican position was given in an 
announcement of Republican Leader 
Lodge and other Naval Committee 
members, of plans to oppose the 
naval bill’s building program, ap- 
proved by the committee today on a 
partisan vote. 

Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania 
said: “The President’s plan is made 
without adequate knowledge of the 
situation.” 

Republicans generally declared it 
was physically impossible to pass ai! 
of the measures. They asserted that 
recent speeches by Democratic Sena- 
tors and failure to carry out the 
Democratic conference order for 
night sessions had contributed to 
the legislative congestion. Attention 
was called to the fact that remain- 
ing appropriation bills aggregated 
more than $5,000,000,000, while only 
five working days remained before 
adjournment, 

President Wilson continued today 
the hard pace he set for himself 
yesterday. He wa3 at his desk ear!y 
and had before him a great mass 
of business. White House attaches 
said after his conferenee last night 
on the legisiative situation with Sen- 
ator Martin and Senator S{mmons, 
he saw Senator Bankhead in regard 
to the waterpower bill which he 
is anxious to have passed at this 
session and then continued work 
in his own room until nearly mid- 
night. 

The steacGy stream of callers at 
the executive offices continued today 
Among them were Secretary Glass 
Alien Property Custodian Palmer 
and Gov. Stanley, Senator-clect from 
Kentucky. 

An official denial was made today 
of reports that the President desired 
a vote of approval for the princi- 
ple of a league of nations. It was 
pointed out that the league was to 
be a constituent part of the peace 
treaty, which would come up for 
ratification at the next session. 

The President was said to be anx- 
icus to make another public address 
before returning to Europe, but was 
not certain that he would have the 
time. As his stay is limited by plans 
already made for him to sail March 
5. he probably will not make a d>- 
cision as to a speech, until the legis- 
lative situation clears, and he can es- 
timate the time available to him.

Only in a few in- 
stances have disagreements brought 
about actual clashes, and ia these 
cases the finding of ways to get 
around obstacles has had the effect 
of bringing out the best arguments 
and prevented hasty decisions. 

One highly important matter un- 
der discussion at this time before 
the military and naval advisers con- 
cerns the question of the return of 
the German cables, which have been 
seized by Britain and France during 
the war. America holds that these 
means of communication should be 
restored to Germany, subject to 
proper restriction, and is presenting 
a memorandum on the point to the 
Supreme Council to go with the out- 
line of the military peace now drawn 
up by the army and navy chiefs of 
the allied nations. At the same 
time these American ideas on Heli- 
goland and Kiel will be laid before 
the council. : 

Quick Action on Leaguc. 

Other subjects under discussion 
which are regarded as pivoral, in- 
clude a decision to put through the 
League of Nations Constitution im- 
mediately upon the return of Presi- 
dent Wilson, since much of the con- 
ference work depends upon ~x:aking 
this principle a living force. 

The question of the principle of 
reparation has been left to the mem- 
bers of the supreme council who 
drafted the amendments to the 14 


points on Nov. 4. These members 
were Premier Clemenceau, Premier 
Lloyd George, E. M. House and 


Premier Orlando, and the original 
notes on the meeting at Versailles 
are being examined with the view of 
establishing the precise definition in 
the minds of these four at the time 
they accepted President Wilson's 
word “reparation.” 

The report that reparation has 
been interpreted to mean indemni- 
ties, which was being circulated in 
the English and French press, is 
false. The Reparation Committee 
has adjourned for a week, to await 
the return of Premier Lloyd George, 
but in the interim meetings are be- 
ing held by the subcommittees on 
the total claims, on the ability of 
Germany to pay, and on guarantees. 
I am able to say that in all proba- 
bility the method of guaranteeing 
payment will be a military occupa- 
tion. 

Part of the work of the commit- 
tee on responsibility has been com- 
pleted, which places the blame of 
the war upon Germany, but does not 
specify individuals. With the broad 
principle laid down, personal guilt 
is to be gone into, and Admiral von 
Tirpitz is in the ffrst group to be 
considered. 

Boundary Claims Investigated. 

France's claims concerning the 
boundary between Germany and her- 
self are now under investigation. 
She has not asked directly for the 
left bank of the Rhine, but has of- 
fered the plea that a method be 
found whereby the German threat) 
from the Rhinelands may be consid- | 
ered negligible. 

She has requested an outright 
award to her of the Saar Valley, con- 
tenting herself with demilitarizing 
the other portions of the territory, 
of which, however, certain elements 
in France still feel that safety 
prompts their annexation. These 
boundary claims are necessary at 
this time so as to enable a complete 
treaty with the Teutons to be sub- 
mitted in accordance with the speed- 
ing up of the program.

reached tentative decisions. 

The plan earlier contemplated, of 
having a military peace concluded, 
immediately was negatived by Italy's 
objections, which were based on her 
insistence that peace with Austro- 
Hungary be taken up simultaneously 
with that with Germany. 

A decision has been reached 
whereby the Polish divisions now in 
France are to be returned immedi- 
ately to Poland by way of Danzig.

HE tentative platform of the Mid-Continent Congress for a League 
Te Nations, which was adopted this morning 

on Resolutions for presentation at the afternoon session of the con- 
gress at the Odeon calls upon the United States Senate “to maintain the 
American traditions of high influence for peace and good will among 
the nations by the prompt approval of the principles of the covenant. of 
the League of Nations, and by its subsequent ratification.” 

The platform will be cabled to the Paris committee of the League to 
Enforce Peace, for presentation to the American delegates to the peace 
conference. It will be telegraphed to President Wilson and mailed to the 
United States Senators from the nine states represented at the Mid- | 
Continent Congress. The text of the tentative platform follows: |

Dr. Van Dyke Defends the 
Americanism of Advocates of 
World Union Plan. 


The distinguished speakers attend- 
ing the Mid-Continent Congress for 
a league of nations were the guests 
at a luncheon given at Hotel Statler 
today by the Chamber of Commerce 
and several other organizations. The 
number seated at the luncheon was 
818, and there were more than a 
hundred persons standing to hear the 
speeches. 

Among the speakers were former 
President Taft, Henry Van Dyke and 
Dr. Charles R. Brown. Archbishop 
Glennon delivered the invocation. 

Van Dyke began his address with 
a reference to the saying that a 
man's character may be known by 
the company he keeps. Urging this 
simile as a comparative, he said the 
league of nations may be accurately 
judged by the character of the men 
who oppose it and of those who favor 
it. 

Opponents of the league of nations 
plan were characterized by Van 


Dyke as “silly ninkompoops and 
plottefs for the overthrow of the re- 
public.” 

“They allege,” said the speaker, 


“that the league of nations is advo- 
cated by that notorious Bolshevist, 
Taft; that there is that ridiculous 
anti-American, Roosevelt; that there 
is that famous pro-German, Wood- 
row Wilson. What they say might 
be compared to Mrs. Partington’s fa- 
miliar saying, ‘A nice derangement 
of epitaphs.’ ”’ 

Van Dyke said that if the men op- 
posed to a league of nations would 
keep closer to the people they would 
not speak as they do. The past rec- 
ords of the public men leading the 
opposition are unsavory, he said. 


“The opponents of the plan do not 
represent the people of Missouri nor 
those of the mid-continent section,” 
he declared, “but we have a man 
from Missouri who has stood at 4% 
post of danger and of responsibility 
with honor to his State and his coun- 
try—David R. Francis, Ambassador 
| to Russia—who stands behind the 
President in his advocacy of a leaguy 
of nations.” 

Van Dyke declared he never had 
seen anything finer nor more gener- 
ous than former President Taft's 
support of President Wilson for a 
league of nations. “There is no poll- 
tics in it, no Bolshevism, no pro- 
Germanismfi” he said. “The league 
of nations is inspired by pro-Amer!i- 
canism.”

‘Well, to that we answer, Religion 
is a spiritual power working in the 
hearts of men and in communities 
and nations by orderly processes, by 
appeals to reason and to conscience, 
and to the higher human emotions 
and to the souls of men. Religion 
is nota force like electricity, mys- 
terlously abiding in ether. Religion 
is the name that we give to the di- 
vine influence working upon men, 
and through men, of which men are 
the instruments. Men are the asso- 
ciates of God in the divine govern- 
ment of the world. Men are to co- 
operate with Almighty God in com- 
pleting this unfinished universe. God 
did not prevent the last war, but He

through them reaching all women of 
cities and towns, the counties and 
rural districts. 

“A children’s year in war time 
‘might seem a superfluous task to add 
to the many services made impera- 
tive by the emergency needs of the 
combatants. We needed only to be 
reminded by those taking an active 
part In this work that war itself had 
provided two cogent reasons for im- 
mediate action. 

Third of Men Defectives. 

“The first of these was the story 
about our national vitality told by 
the draft. Even yet it is not as gen- 
erally known as it should be that 
hearly a third of our young men 
were rejected because of defect, and 
that much of this defect was of a 
kind that sanitarians believe a sound 
program for the protection of chil- 
dren could have prevented. The 
fighting strength of the nation was 
below what it might have been, be- 
cause we had neglected to take 
thought for the health of our chil- 
dren in time.

Equal Responsibility. 

‘While not relinquishing for a mo- 
ment the many kinds of war relief 
activities to which we were all 
pledged, we felt that the imperative 
duty of every American was to pro- 
mote the idea of a league of nations 
and to stimulate the study of the 
intricate problems which the world 
is now facing at tne great settle- 
ment. We believe that it is to this 
vital and far-reaching constructive 
and educational.work that women 
may devote themselves. The prob- 
lem now facing the women of those 
states having been given the rig 
of citizenship is one of demanding 
sponsibility equal to that of the men. 

“The one thing America asks is a 
league of nations, and the Senate 
should know in no uncertain terms 
that the United States must not be 
left out.” 

Dean Brown of Yale, who is for- 
mer moderator of the National] Coun- 
cil of Congregational Churches, 
speaking on “The Moral Outcome of 
the War,” said in part: + ane 

“The details of the plan of th& 
league of nations are being made 
plain by men of legal training and 
diplomatic experience. I am here to 
appeal to the moral forces of the 
community to support it and to urge 
it. Where the people are determined 
upon a certain policy the statesmen 
will be able to devise methods for the 
realization of their hopes. There are 
great obstacles and difficulties to be 
overcome but the history of human 
progress is the story of men who 
have had faith to do something 
when other men were saying that it 
could not be done. 

“Blessed Are Peace Makers. 

“The very challenge of those dif- 


_| ficulties puts new meaning into that 


word of the Master, Blessed are the 
reacemakers.’ He did not say ‘Bless- 
ed are those who never fight’—situa- 
tions arise when fighting is inevitable 
and morally obligatory. He said 
blessed are those who by the method 
.0t their fighting and by what they 
do when the fighting is over make 
peace. 


“We are not so short-sighted as to 
decry patriotism which has been so 
useful a force in shaping history to 
high ends. [ have no patience with 
that sort of free-love international- 
ism which maintains that all coun- 
‘tries are alike. I believe it is a good 
thing for every man to love his own 
wife more than he loves any other 
man’s wife—it makes for happy 
homes and for the good of society.

London Press Believes 


People Will Back.Wilson 


There Will Be No New World Order Unless 


America Underwrites It, Says

LONDON, Feb. 26.—No utterances 


of President Wilson have been await- 


ed with keener interest by all shades 
of opinion here than his first speech 
upon his arrival on American shore. 
In consequence the whole press gives 
t the premier place, and in the lobby 
of the House of Commons it is one 
of the engrossing subjects of discus- 
sion. 

In a statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, A. G. Gardiner, 
editor of the Daily News, said: 
“Whatever the response of America 
to the moving appeal of the Presi- 
dent, his speech made on his arrival 
expresses one thought that is agitat- 
ing the mind of Europe, and one 
hope that is universal among the 
peoples here. If America does not 
underwrite the new world order, 
there can be no new world order, and 
the League of Nations is merely a 
phantom. 

Has Broken Traditions. 

“America was slow to stretch out 
its hand to save the liberty of Eu- 
rope. It was rightly slow, for it 
meant a breach with its most sacred 
traditions, but having broken these 
traditions, it is inconceivable it 
should not now finish the work 
to which it has put its hand.” 

H. M. Massingham, editor of the 

Nation, said: ‘President Wilson’s 
great speech is an invitation to 
America to take her share of re- 
sponsibility for the recivilization of 
Europe. Liberal opinion here wel- 
comes that resolve and believes that, 
failing such an intervention. no good 
settlement of the war is . possible. 
It hopes that the President will not 
rest until he constructs a league 
not of governments, but of peoples, 
and makes that league representative 
of all the great leading nationalities 
and races of the world—conquered 
an well as unconquered. 
“To that great task the co-oper- 
ation of the two great liberal peo- 
ples, America and Britain, is es- 
sential.” | 

‘We can be as confident as Pres- 
ident Wilson is,” says the Daily 
Mail, “that their generous implse, 
disinterested aid and guidance wil! 
not fail his people now, but rather 


‘her full share in the great task of 
regeneration which confronts’ the 
world.” 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘“He ap- 
peals to America for the first time 
to play her part In policing the un- 
settled territories of the old world 
and protecting the young nations. 
in carrying his people with him in 
this new crusade he will have suc- 
ceeded in rendering a second serv- 
ice to mankind as great as that 
in bringing in the United: States to 
finish the war.” 


Paris Editor Discusses Difficulty 
That Faces President.

PARIS, Feb. 26.—With the excep- 


tion of the Figaro and the Echo de 


Paris, there is little comment in the 
morning newspapers on President 
Wilson’s speech in Boston. 

Alfred Capus, in the Figaro, after 
|making what he calls a “little cor- 
| rection” in the President’s staternent

“Shall the United States return to 
a policy of splendid isolation and 
selfish commercialism or, recogniz- 
ing that henceforth there can be no

WHEAT FLOUR $10 


Food Situation So Desperate 
That Starving Horses Are 
Stripped of Flesh Where 

They Fall. 


By the Associated Press. 

WARSAW, Monday, Feb. 24.— 
Forty pounds of wheat flour is be- 
ing sold at Moscow for 800 rubles 
($400) and suger is 50 rubles ($25) 
@ pound, with both commodities vir- 
tually unobtainable. Starving horses 
which fall in the streets are stripped 
of their flesh before they are cold: 
Money is of little value and pearls, 
diamonds, jewels, fine bronze clocks 
and paintings bring little when trad- 
ed. Thefts in these lines are there- 
fore infrequent. In order to get food 
a trader must offer clothes. Women 
refugees from Moscow were recent- 
ly held up at Smolensk, it is said, and 
their clothing was stolen, but the 
soldiers disdained to take a beautiful 
pearl necklace, so that its owner was 
able to sell the necklace here. 

Intense cold prevails in Moscow 
and fuel is so scarce that wooden 
houses in the suburbs of the city 
have been torn down for fuel. Fine 
furniture has also been used for the 
Same purpose. Stores have been 
closed by merchants, but the Soviet 
Government has taken over some of 
the larger places of business, where 
only Bolsheviki are served. Flower 
shops and hair-dressing -establish- 
ments do a fine business, about 30 
of these places being open. Leon 
Trotzky, who is fastidious about his 
personal appearance and has a spe- 
cial woman manicure, is one of their 
customers, : 

Nikolai Lenine, the Bolshevi Pre- 
mier, who is considered quite mad by 
some of his colleagues, is the only 
prominent Bolshevik left who ap- 
pears to live an austere life. It is 
related that his ‘automobile got 
stalled in a snowdrift and at this 
moment robbers appeared and ap- 
propriated the driver’s fur coat. 
They also demanded Lenine’s. He 
explained: “I am Lenine.” The 
thieves retorted: ‘That is all right: 
we know you don’t object so long us 
we are comrades,’ and made off.

the committee voted a complete re- 
organization for an aggressive com- 
paign in 1920. 

The resignation of Vance McCor- 
mick as chairman, tendered several 
months ago when McCormick went 
to Paris as an adviser at the peace 
conference, was accepted formally 
with a resolution of thanks to the re- 
tiring chairman for his work. A sim- 
ilar resolution was adopted in ac- 
cepting the resignation of Carter 
Glass, who resigned as secretary 
when he became Secretary of the 
Treasury.

An intensive canvass, by wards, is 
planned by the Civic League, to ob- 
tain additional signatures to the pe- 
titions for the recall of May»r Kiel, 
for his mill tax and franchise deal 
with the United Railways Co. This 


canvass will probably be begun be- 
fore the Election Board makes its of- 
ficial report, the last of this week, 
showing the number of valid signa- 
tures to the petitions now under ex- 
amination by the board’s force of 
special clerks. The number, it is 
conceded, will not suffice to bring 
about a vote at the regular e.ection 
April 1, and an effort will now be 
made to bring about'a special elec- 
tion later. 

Figures furnished to the newspa- 
pers at noon today and given out by 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers as subject to revision showed tl:at 
1257 petitions were filed, containing 
29,346 names. Of these names 20.,- 
514 were held to be valid and 18,832 
were held to be invalid. This showed 
the rejections to be a trifle less than 
48 per cent of the total. 

Canvass to Be Continued. 

The lowest number of signatures 
which would suffice is estimated by 
the board at 33,469, but a greater 
number may be necessary, according 


by wards. The charter requires sig- 
natures of 20 per cent of the nun- 
ber of registered voters at the last 
election for Mayor, and requires fur- 
ther that this 20 per cent shall in- 
clude 20 per cent in two-thirds (19) 
of the wards. 

The Civic League and the Citizens’ 
Referendum League today outlined 
their plans for continuation of the 
canvass for signatures, in the follow- 
ing statement: 

“A carefully-devised, systematic 
plan to secure the supplementary sis- 
natures to the petition for the recal! 
of Mayor Kiel was decided upon by 
officials of the Civic League and Cit- 
izens’ Referendum League at the 
conference today. 

“Captains will be employed in each 
of the 19 wards chosen for the 20 
per cent required by the city charter. 
and in any others decided upon, and 
solicitors under their direction will 
make a house-to-house canvas. 
These solicitors will be both paid and 
voluntary, the paid solicitors being 
employed only upon recommendaticen 
of some trustworthy person. Thus 
any attempt to impose fake petition- 
ers on the recall forces will be pre- 
vented. 

“The names of the ward captains 
and their canvassers will be pub- 
lished in the newspapers. Further 
steps, it is announced, will be taken 
to protect the workers from violence 
or intimidation. The 20 days allowed 
for this work will do away with 
any necessity for haste, and will al- 
low time for checking and verifica- 
tion of each name preserited.”’ 

New Protest on Checking. 

The Civic League and the Citizens’ 
Referendum League, through their 
secretaries, renewed their protests 
today against the methods employed 
by the Election Commissioners in 
checking the petitions presented, 
again demanded the list of signatures 
thrown out because they appear to 
clerks to be dissimilar to the names 
on the registration books, and de-+ 
manded Bac they be supplied with 
a list of tf6 percentages of signatures 
not rejected by the board in the vari- 
ous wards. They emphasize that it 
is absolutely necessary that these 
percentages be made public and that 
any other action on the part of the 
board will be a deliberate attempt to 
hamper the people in securing a re- 
call election. The leagues also request 
the right to have their authorized 
representatives look over the lists of 
the signatures checked by the clerks 
in the Blection Commissioners’ office 
to detect any errors in such check- 
ing.

Texans Say 68 St. Louis Men in 
Unit ‘Were Ready to Sail 
When They Left France. 


Telegraph Battalion, which contains 


68 St. Louisans, and which is made 
up of men formerly employed by the 
Bell Telephone Co., passed through 
St. Louis last night on their way to 
Texas, where they live, for demobili- 
zation, and weré met at Union Sta- 
tion by 100 relatives of their St. 
Louls comrades, eager for news from 
the men from here. 

The crowd at the station almost 
pulled thé men through the windows 
of their coach, in their eagerness to 
ask questions about their relatives. 
Later, the men were guests of the 
telephone company at a dinner. 

The Texas men said that the St. 
Louis men were prepared to sail 
when the Texas detachment depart- 
ed from France, Feb. 8, and that the 
St. Louisans probably are at sea now 

The battalion went to France in 
January, 1918. It was attached to 
the British army in Flanders, being 
assigned to the task of keeping up 
the wires behind the Thirtieth and 
Twenty-seventh American ‘Divisions 
which’were with the British army. 
They were attached to those divi- 
sions when they broke the Hinden- 
burg line betwen St. Quentin’ and 
Cambrai last summer, and some of 
*hem narrowly escaped capture when 
the Germans counter-attacked at 
Ronssoy following the breach’. 

Under Fire 72 Days. 

The battalion was under shell fire 
for 72 consecutive days following the 
gigantic British thrust that began 
against the Hindenburg line Aug. 8, 
and proved to be the decisive strug- 
gle of the war. The men put up 
poles and strung wires within 300 
yards of the front line trenches, but 
suffered only one casualty—a man 
who was wounded, and who recov- 
ered. 

Asked about the work of the Thir- 
tieth and Twenty-seventh Divisions 
the Texans were lavish in their 
praise, 

“They were as different as they 
could be—the Thirtieth was a bunch 
of lean squirrel shooters from Ten 
nessee and the Carolinas and the 
Twenty-seventh was mostly from the 
East Side in New York, but. they 
both sure could go some,” one said. 


“The British were carried away with’ 


their style of fighting.” 
Praise for U. 8. Soldiers. 

They said it was a common occur- 
rence to find, in the wake of the ad- 
vancing American divisions, a Ger- 
man machine gun pit with the gun- 
ners bayoneted or shot through the 
head, and a circle of 15 to 50 Amer- 
ican bodies ringed about it. 

“Don't let anybody tell you Fritz 
wouldn’t fight,” said another. “A 
German machine gunner was what 
we called a ‘suicide.’ They always 
stuck until they were killed. Fritz 
was mighty strong where we were, 
and I don’t know whether the Brit- 
ish would have gone through the 
Hindenburg line or not without those

THEORY DISCREDITED 


Party That Set Out to Float on 
Ice Cake to Siberia Runs 
Round in Eddy, Lands. 


By the Associated Press 
' OTTAWA, Ont., Feb. 26.—The 
safe arrival on the north coast of 
Alaska, Noy. 7 last, of Storker 
_ Storkerson, arctic explorer, and 
party of four explorers, was an- 
nounced in a dispatch from him yes- 
‘terday forwarded from Fort Yukon 
to the Canadian department of naval 
service. 

The explorer set out to drift west- 
ward on an ice cake across the Polar 
basin on the theory that the currents 
would land him on the coast of Si- 
beria. It appears from his dispatches 
that the ice cake merely carried 
them around in what might ve con- 
sidered a huge eddy. , 

The work carried out by Storker- 
son and his party was planned by 
Vilhpalmur Stefansson, who intend- 
ed to command the party personal- 
ly but was prevented by illness. 

The party started on March 15, 
1918, from Cross Island, on the north 
| coast of Alaska. At the outset it 
' consisted of nine whites and four Es- 
| kimos, with eight sledges. After a 
' few weeks of travel, Storkerson sent 

back six sledges with all except four 
of the men. The party then estab- 
lished camp on the ice and prepared 
for a trip whjch was expected to last 
all winter. Virtually without provi- 
sions, they subsisted comfortably 
throughout the trip on seals and po- 
|} lar bears which were shot. 
| The drift began at about 73 de- 
‘|grees north latitude and 146 degrees 
west longitude. The most north-
